OF ATHENS 


2.500 Jewish Survivors 


Closely huddled togeiher in their shadowy grey 
Synagogue, which scarcely a fortnight ago was used 
as a Nazi stable, and convulsed with sobs, 2,500 
Aihenian Jews, who were without a Rabbi, held 
their first réligious service for Over a year. 

Fearfully looking round to find out who was 
stil! left alive, they movingly embraced friends and 

ilives whom they had not seen for many mofths 
Only 2.500 Jews have so far made an appearance 
out of ah estimated 7,000 to 8,000 who w living 
in Athens ion October of last year. 

(hey had cautiously emerged from damp cellars 
ind dark cupboards. On the first day alicr the 
Germans fteft about 200 made their way to the 
Synagogue 

Reverently and in silence they cleared the Syna- 
sogue. Nothing. was teft except the desecrated 
bare walls and floors. Living quarters have now been 
set up im the offices, store rooms, and the basement 
It is home for most Athénian Jews to-day. Here 
they sleep and cat : 

Even in.this city of horrible suffering, of burt 
and hunger, the awful trials of this handful of Jews 
stand out. There are no longer any families—only 
the remnants of families.’ No one has a home. No 
one has even a blanket. The clothes they are 
wearing are borrowed, The little food they eat is 
rovided by Greeks out of their own meagre rations 
lost of the young people suffer from tuberculosis 


Killed For Sheltering Jews 


Most young Jews played an active pari in the 
underground resistance movement. The dangers of 
moving about in the city were great, Anyane sus- 
pected by the Gestapo of being a Jew was shadowed 
io his home,. Entire Greek families who had given 
shelter to Jews were found out in this way and 
killed on the spot, Even though the Nazis offered 
rewards to anyone who would turn over a Jew to 
them, mo one was ever betrayed by the destitute 
Greeks, said the survivors. 

Jews who were caught were sent to concentration 
camps and tortured, One young man displayed a 
letter, which his father had 
boy,” the father wrote, * we live, but it isn’t worth 
white.” Another Jew, an old man, carried the 
marks on his’ body of whippings he had received 
with a metal whip at the hands of a notorious young 
Nazi officer at the same camp. He related how this 
Nazi shouted at him alternately ** Jew, Communist,” 
and * Jew, Capitalist.” 

On Tuesday, October 17, wher the Greek Govern- 
ment returned to Athens, the Jews marched in pro- 
cession bearing a banner on which was the imscrip- 
tion.“ This is all that is left of us.’

For great bravery in circumstances of cxtreme 
hazard, Leading Aircraftman Robert Rubin Wolfe, 
R.C.A.F., has been awarded the British Empire 
Medal (Military Division).

Ross, carried out rescue operations from a fiercely 
burning ‘plane while 500 Ib. bombs were exploding.

MEDICAL FACULTY 
IN JERUSALEM 
Lord Horder on Essential 
Need 


Lord Horder addressed a mecting of Jewish 
doctors. arranged by the Friends of the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem, at 18, Manchester Square, 
W.1, recently, in connection with the establishment 
of a Medical Faculty at the University. He out- 
lined some oT the piessing necds tor its immediate 
establishment. Professor Samson Wright presided. 

Lord Horder said there were thfee reasons fot 
his being chosen to be at that mecting. He had 
many Jewish friends and colleagues and they knew 
him to be sympathetic towards thet eflorts for 
cultural and political development within their own 
family: they knew him also to be one who detested 
anti-Semitism in all its forms as being the. most 
glaring expression of anti-social behaviour. 
Secondly, he was one who had always appreciated 
—and had not tailed to record this appreciation 
the very great contribution which Jews had made to 
what, despite the eflorts of the Germans to contuse 
the issue, most of them in Aliied countries stl! 
called civilisation. Lastly. he had for many years 
taken a personal interest in medical education and 
should know by this time something about the 
making of doctors and the means by which the pro- 
gress of medicine might best be assisted. 

The realisation of the need for a Hebrew Univer- 
sity grew pari passu with the rise of the Jewish 
national movement and had continued to grow 
with the growing, success of that movement 

The measures taken to safeguard the academic 
standing of the Unversity. continued the speaker. 
formed an excellent model of what such safeguards 
should’ be: only such students could qualify for 
admission as had had adequate training: imstruc- 
tion was te be offered only.in those subjects for 
which competoni teachers were available: degrees 
were to be granied only in connection with those 
courses for which the: University had a professo:

RUMANIA TO MAKE 
RESTITUTION 


a 
Foreign Minister’s Pledge 
A special law will shortly be promulgated by the 
Rumanian Government as a result of which 


all property confiscated from Jews under the Anton- 
escu regime is to be restored to them, it was 
announced in Bucharest by the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, Niculescu-Buzesti. 

Government departments have been instructed to 
reinstate dismissed Jewish officials and empldyces, 
and the Ministry of Foreign Affairs has already 
reinstated a number of Jewish officials, he added 

Although the restoration of the former constitu- 
tion has made al! racial legislation unconstitutional, 
it will be. mecessary to abolish such legislation by 
special laws to be issued soon,.the Minister said. 
In the meantime the Jews have been given back free- 
dom to exercise the liberal professions, “I can 
give an assurance,” the Minister stated, “ that the 
main principle of the law now under consideration 
is to giv back to the rightful Jewish owners every- 
thing that was taken from them.”’ 

Dealing with the attitude of the present Govern- 
ment to the Zionist Movement, the Foreign Minister 
said that the Government is prepared to facilitate 
the emigration of Jews to Palestine. He regretted 
that at present it was not possible to place ships 
at the disposal of would-be emigrants. No pressure 
to emigrate will be exerted upon Jews, who will be 
free to decide on the question of emigration. 


*In Favour of Jewish National Home 


Thée Minister added that the Rumanian Govern- 
ment views the aim to establish a Jewish National 
Home in Palestine as a natural aspiration of the 
Jewish people and that therefore it takes up a posi- 
tive attitude towards Zionism. 


A general Jewish Board of Trustees is to be’ 


organised in the liberated regions of Northern 
Transylvania to solve problems affecting Jews, 
states Palcor. The Board, it is learnt, will collabor- 
ate with the Rumanian Administration in this region 
and create a special office to settle local Jewish 
questions, 

The task of the office includes provision of imme- 
diate help for Jews still alive and the administration 
of confiscated Jewish property until its restitution. 

Before Northern Transylvania was annexed by 
Hungary through the Vienna award of 1940, 142,000 
Jews had been living in that areca. The present 
number of Jews there is unknown, but is expected 
to be very small. 

An agreement has just been concluded between 
the Governments of Soviet Russia and Rumania, 
by which an exchange will soon take place of Jewish 
and non-Jewish refugees from Bessarabia and Buko- 
vina who are at present domicited in Rumania and 

Rumanian citizens who are in these provinces.

NOBEL PRIZE WINNER 
American Jewish Scientist 


An American Jewish scientist and medical man, 
Professor Emeritus Joseph Erlanger, of Washington 
University, St. Louis, has been honoured by the 


award, which he shares with Prof. H. S. Gasser, 
of New York, of the famous Nobel Prize for 
physiology and medicine for 1944, 

The Nobel Prizes have not been given since the 
war began in 1939; but last week the Royal 
Caroleen Institute of Medicine in Stockholm 


announced the awards for 1943 and 1944. Pro- 
fessors Erlanger and Gasser receive their honour 
for their studies of nerve reactions. 

Professor Erlanger, who is a physiologist, was 
born in San Francisco, California, in 1 He 
gained his M.D. degree at Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity in 1899; in 1932 he was awarded the LL.D. 
degree at the aera of California, and in 1936 
the honorary ree of D.Sc, at the University of 
Pennsylvania, Since 1910 he has n Professor 
in the Washington University School of Medicine.

Reply To An Attack 


Lord Straboigi has replied to a statement attri- 
buted to Mr. Moshe Shertok at a press conference 
at Tel-Aviv on Friday last, referred to very briefly 
under “ Immigration for Liberated Jews " on page 
6 in this issue.

* This is the first time that any Jew in the Zionist 
or any other organisation, has attacked me person- 
or otherwise,’ Since March, 1919. when 
became member for Hull, 1 have fought for jusiice 
for the Jewish people throughout the world and 
i was known as a champion of the oppressed 
before Shertok was heafd of, 1 presume he refers 
to the Commuttee for a Jewish Army. of which I 
have the honour to be President. The statement 
that this ts connected with an anti-British Com- 
mittee in Washingion is libellous not only of me 
but of 65 members of voth Houses of Parliament 
ind a numbe: of other prominent British public 
men who are members. The Committee in Wacxh-. 
ington is supported by many Senators and members 
of the House. of epresentatives, judges, State 
Governors, and other American leading personali- 
ties, including Mrs, Roosevelt and the late Colonel 
Knox, Secretary for the Navy. I also understand 
that Mr. Shertok declared at a meeting that I had 
iothing to do with British policy to form a separate 
lewish fighting unit. I had intended to iwwnore 
this statement, but would now point out that | have 
been pressing for this publicly and privately since 
the begining of the war, and initiated the debate 
in the House of Lords which drew the first state- 
ment of the new policy from the Government's 
spokesman The last time | saw Mr. Shertok was 
in company with Dr’ Weizmann. when the Doctor 
and | had a most amicable discussion on high 
pohcy ami found ourselves. as always in the tast 
25 years, in agreement. I intend to complain to 
Dr. Weizmann about the curious conduct of this 
oiticial of the Jewish Agency.” 


THE A.J.A. AND PALESTINE 
Memorandum Submitted 


A Memorandum on Palestine approved by the 
Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association was sub- 
matted to the annual meeting of that body yesterday. 
The Memorandyum’s proposals are that “in any 
arrangements which may be made with regard to the 
future of Palestine, effect should be ‘given to the 
followme principles: 

‘1. That the government of Palestine should be so con- 
ducted with the necessary administrative chanhecs. as to 
further the development of the Jewish National Home in an 
undivided Paicstine. facilitate and cxpedite the immigration 
aod settlement of Jews desirous of making their homes in 
that country. ensure the effective execution of the Pians 
mentioned in paragramh 7. promote the full wtilisation of the 
economic resources of Palestine and. subject to the forcsome 
Provisions. create conditions conducive to the attainment by 
Palestine of the status of a seif-governing territory, with a 
constitution designed to meet the special needs of the country. 
within or in close association with the Briish Commonwealth 
and Empire 

“2 That plans providing for tir sctilement in Palestine 
within the shortest possible period of as many Jews as desire 
to make their homes there be now prepared, and as soon as 
possibie after the cessation of bostilitics in Europe put into 
operation. by H_M. Government in consultation with the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine, as contemplated in the Mandate for 
Palicsiine. under conditions cnabling such Agcncy to advise 
and co-operate effectively in the framing and execution of 
such pians. and with such assistance as may be obtainable 
from the Inter4jovernmental Commitice-on Refugees. Unrra 
and any Wke international organisation whose co-opecration 
can appropriately be invoked 

That any constitution for Palestine shall Unter alia) 

(a) Provide that religion or race shall not be a critcrion 
of citizenship, and that no citizen shali be at any 
advantage or disadvantage by ‘reason of his 
religion of race. the diective application of the. 
principle of equality being ensured by such intcr- 
national or other guaranitces as may be con- 
sidered appropriatc 

* (b>) Inctude provisions framed so as to facilitate the 
acquisition of Palestinian citizenship by Jews who, 
having taken op {heir permanent residence in 
Palestine, desire to become citizens of Palcstine, 
it being clearly understood that no Government 
of Paleminec shall have any jurimdiction of 
authority over, nor shall it have any rights of any 
kind in relation to, any person gutside Palestine 
who is not a citizen of Palcstme 
4 That the policy proposed above shall be carricd out as 
en integral part of the post-war settlement in the Middle 
Fast and in conjunction with measures designed to further 
the progress and enhance the prosperity of the Arab Sates 
and generally to contribute to the peaceful devciopment of 
the Middle East.”

‘rom the Imperial Fascist League. 

Book List No. J/1, issued in August, 1944, con- 
‘ains details of “ permanent stock.’ 

Among periodicals to which subscriplion is 
strongly urged are the anti-Jewish Parrior and the 
SociaL Crepirer. Also recommended is VANGUARD, 
described as “ anti-Catholic, anti-Jewish, and anti- 
Communist—the paper which Mr. Morrison tells 
us he is watching ” 

Typical books in the list are: “ The Father of 
Lies,” by Warren Weston ; “ A treatise on Judaism, 
Occultism, Freemasonry, and the Old Testament "’ ; 
The Jewish Question,” Henry Ford; * Racial 
Realities in Europe,” by H. K. Gunther. This last 
was recommended as a text-book by the Nazis. 

Among “ Miscellaneous” appears: “ Gentile 
Folly,” by A. S, Leese, leader of the rabidly racist 
Imperial Fascist League. 

Obtainable also are writings by A. K. Chesterton,

From Mr. BARNETT HYMAN 
To the Editor of Tur Jewtsn CHRONICLE 


Sirn.—Much to my regret, I find myself completely 
unable to support any of the reasons advanced by 
you for the construction of a Jewish Secondary 
School for London. 

I have a newspaper in front of me dated September 2. 
1938. In laree letters 1 see “ Rome bans Jews in schools.” 
Under this caption | read: 

“ «& further step towards the rigid exclusion of Jews 
from Italy was taken today. The Cabinet approved a 
decree. expelling Jewish students from ali Italian Statc 

choots. The decrce also prohibited the engagement of 

anv Jewish instructor, professor. or teacher al any 
Italian State school. Certain exceptions will be made 
in the case of Jewish university students who have 
practically completed their studies. One of the chief 
effects will be that Jewish students will be forced to 
attend private schools, the diplomas of which are not 
accepted by the Government. The Jews will, therefore, 
be forced to organise their own schools.” 

I deliberately quote this passage because | think thar it has 
a direct bearing on the question which you have so forcibly 
presented to the community. The remarks I have quoted 
with regard to the Jewish student in Italian schools could 
also have been applied to Jewish students in German schools 
I feel confidem that you deplored the segregation of Jewish 
children in German schools prior to the outbreak of war. 

For many years you protested against the exclusion of 
Jewish students from some of the universitics on the 
Continent. So far as I know Sir, you have always protested 
against the exclusion of Jews from any educational 
institution. even in this country 

I can see cansidcrable danger. so far as the communtty 
is concerned, arising from the construction of a Jewish 
Secondary School in London. How will the pupils be 

ected for such a school? 

“To my mind, it Seems amazing that a Labour Council at 
the County Hall should suggest the establishment of a Jewish 
Secondary School for London. Has their fervour for secular 
education evaporated? | am fully convinced, Sir, that the 
erection of a Jewish Secondary School for London would be 
decidedly detrimenta! to the best interests of Analo-Jewry.

JOINT EMERGENCY 
COMMITTEE 


Revolutionary Proposals 
Promised 


At a meeting held iast week, at Woburn House, 
of the Joint Emergency Committee for Jewish 
Religious Education, Dr. M. Epstein, who pre 
sided, gave a prelimmary report of the progress of 
une Organisation Commission, in connection with 
the communal conference to be held later They had 
had tgo meetings, he said, and were proceeding with 
the consideration of the entire change of organisation 
of religious education in the country both for London 
and the country as a whole. There would be later 
reports 

in Mr. Frank Samuel's absence through a family 
bereavement, Mr. London said that certzin definite 
proposale were made by the Chairman and those 
members present of the Financial Commission. and 
if they materialised they would be something wonder. 
ful for the Anglo-Jewish community. As, however, 
they were under consideration, he did not think he 
should say anything further than that. 

Dr. Epstein said there were certain proposals of a 
revolutionary character and unheard of im the 
community and nt would be better to wait for the 
report as a whole 

Reporting on the Education Commussion, Dr. 
Nathan Morris said it consisted of two people, the 
Chief Rabb’ and himself. He had found the utmost 
readiness on the part of the Chicf Rabbi to advance 
the work of this committee in every possible way 
Ihey had met many times already, often at con- 
siderable inconvenience to Dr. Hertz He (Dr. 
Morris) himself had benefited very much from the 
stimulating guidance which the Chief Rabm had 
given to the work of this (Committee 


For Teachers 


Dr. Morris recalled their terms of reference —io 
consider the scope and methods of religious education 
and to formulate schemes of study suitable for the 
various types of imstitutions providing such educa 
ion—-and said that the general plan was to divide 
the schemes of study or the review of the scope and 
the method of study into four major departments 
sO as to make their work fit into the new conditions 
created by the Butler Act. They had already made 
substantial progress. One consideration was very 
important: they had adopted the principle of 
giving the teachers suggestive and stimulating 
guidance rather than attempting in any way to im 
pose outside regulations @ them Ihey did not 
intend to impose any kind of rigid, dull, uniformity. 

It was hoped that the report would be completed 
in good time to be circulated to the delegates to th 
forthcoming communal conference 

Dr. Epstein, reporting on the arrangements for 
the conference, said that the original time was fixed 
for January, but to get the work done completely 
it had been decided to hold it on Sunday and Monday, 
March 18 and 19 

Mr. L. M. Glancy, of Manchester, expressed thanks 
to Sir Robert Walley Cohen and Dr. Morris for 
coming to Manchester recently to address a meeting 
called in conntection with the appeal launched in 
Manchester for £15,000 for education: Already 
they had realised over £6,000 

The Chairman, reporting on the first meeting of 


Voluntary Schools Committee. which consisted 


of representatives of the Voluntary Schools Associa- 
tion and of the J.E.C., said it was in the process of 
considering what policy to adopt in regard to the 
existing voluntary: schools and particularly of the 
attitude to take up to the L.C.C. scheme.

Mr. Locker Denies Partition 
Rumour 


Addressing the East and North London Regional 
Conference of the Zionist Federation last week at 
Zion House. 75, Cazenove Road, Stoke Newmgton, 
N.16. Mr. Berl Locker spoke of the strengthened 
position of the Yishuv im Palestine since the war, 
and said that the whispering campaign that the 
Jewish Agency were now agreed to a form of part 
tion was unfounded. Seventy-five delegates attended, 
representing 1/7 societies 

Dr. E. Davis presided, in the morning, at the 
organisation and propaganda session. 

Mr. Janus Cohen. Hon. Secretary of the Zions 
Federation. said that he was glad that all North 
London Zionist activities were now focused in onc 
house. That confererice was the first of a sefies of 
London district regional conferences which ihe 
Zionist Federation proposed to hold 

Dealing with the growth of the Zionist Federation 
since January, 1943, when the membership was 5,500, 
Mr. Cohen said that at that time they aimed at in- 
creasing the number to $0,000. At the last annual 
conference of the Federation they could report an 
merease Of 15,000, so thal with one year's work of 
the Zionist membership campaign they now had 
20,000 members. In that part of London the member 
shop showed its greatest increase, and North London 
new had over 1,000 members 


Arts Department 


After urging members to attend the new series of 
Zionist Extension Lectuess, Mr. Cohen referred to 
a new department in the Zionist Federation-—the 
Hebrew Arts Department, the idea of which had 
emanated from Mr. Kissiieveky This new depart- 
mem would bring home to members of the Federa 
tion the mmportance of Jewish art, Jewish drama, and 
jJewrsh music and poctry 

Finally. Mr. Cohen spoke of the proposed forma- 
tion of district councils and the appomtment of 
district officers in order to co-ordimate the work of 
the London societies, and he suggested that societies 
without youth sections attached should take an 
carly opportunity of starting such sections 

A great part of the debate which followed was 
concerned mainly with afi appeal to the senior societies 
to help the youth socitetees in the furtherance of their 
work Many of the young delegates said it was 
difficult to secure the use of synagogue halls for their 
meetings, and asked the Federation to heip 

Mr. Zvi Reisman (Federation of Zionrst Youth) 
said that some years ago the Anglo-Jewish community 
rained a £100,000 fund for Jewish youth movements 
Very many Zionists had helped to start this fund, 
burt they had no information at the moment whether 
the fund was being administered 7 

Mr. Barnett Janner, Chairman of the Executive 
Council Of the Zionist Federation, presided at the 

litical session in the afternoon. In recent years, 
fe said, they of the Zionist movement had tried to 
point out to the people of this country that the thing 
that really counted, the long-term policy, the prority, 
was to prepare the minds. and intelligence of the 
world to accept the position of the Jewish National 
Home as being the key to solving the problem. of 
Jewry’s discomfort and Jewry’s position The 
priority lay in the building of a Jewish National 
Home. a Jewish Commonwealth or a Jewish State 

Mr. Janner appealed to people to stop talking 
about false unity They must not undermine the 
influence of the Jewish Agency. Those who made 
attacks on the Jewish Agency must understand that 
they were making attacks not only on the Zionist 
movement but upon one important priority that the 
Jewish people had to take into consideration in 
order to establish themselves properly after the war. 

Mr. Berl Locker spoke of achievements in Pales- 
tine. and said that Palestine to-day could not be 
overned in a proper way against the will of the 
Tewish people in that country. They had not only 
built up the country, but they had brought man- 
power and capital, and they had even brought the 
sou mto Palestine 
Paper, they had strengthened their position. Pales- 
tine had become, during this war, really and truly 
the heart of the Jewish people. 

“A Whispering Campaign ~ 

There was a whispering campaign going around, 
continued Mr. Locker, that the Jewish Agency 
were now agreed to a form of partition. This was 
pure nonsense. Speaking of the formation of the 
Jewish Brigade Group, he said that this was one 
of their small achievements during this war. No 
political problem was discussed in connection with 
the Brigade Group. 

After this war they must see to it that, so far as 
they were concerned, no Jew, whoever he may be, 
should be excluded from Palestine in any circum- 
stances whatsoever. All Jews, whether productive 
or non-productive, should be allowed to go. They 
had to make Palestine the “nursing-home” for the. 
sick of their people. Other parts the world had 
to counterbalance this human sending 
those who were physically fit, wit pioneering 
spirit. in the Atlantic Charter reference was made to 
freedom from fear. In no place in the world were 
Jews free from fear, but Zionism, in Palestine, was 
a way of freeing them from &.

In Palestine, despite the White - 


NEW PARTITION DANGER 
N.Z.O. Leader’s Warning 


At a press conference held on Wednesday, at 
25. Manchester Square, London, W.1, a statement 
was made by “Mr. A. Abrahams, on behalf of the 
Political Department of the New Ziontst Organisa- 
tion, on the rumours of a revival of the partition 
preposal for Palestine. 

Their Political Department made public the fact, 
he said, that reliable information had reached it 
to the effect that a Government statement on Pales- 
tine policy involving a return to the origmal 
Palestine Partition plan had been fixed for 
approximately November 16—that is to say, well 
after the conclusion of the American Presidential 
clections 

The Political Department had during the past 
few weeks been aware that wmnportart conversa- 
tions were proceeding in London between high 
officials of the Palestine Government, of | 
Colonial Office, War Office, and members of the 
Cabinet. It was known that Lord Gort’s journcy 
to Palestine had been postponed owing to his in- 
sisten®e that a definition on Palestine policy should 
be reached before he assumed his duties as High 
Commissioner. Several Palestine high officials 
were subsequently invited to London and a meeting 
took place at which the whole ground of the Pales- 
tine situation was covered, particularly in the light 
of the fact that the immigration ceruhcates under 
the 1939 White Paper would shortly become 
exhausted, and the Government would be con- 
fronted with the alternative cither of administering 
a bitterly hosule Jewish population in Palestine 
resting the stoppage of immigration, or the 
abandonment of the White Paper by further extend- 
ing the immugration quota. 


Some Zionist Leaders in Favour ? 


There was also good reason for the beiref, went 
on Mr. Abrahams, that some Old Zionmst icaders 
had been in consultation with the dathorities in 
London, who had been left with the impression 
that Partition would be accepted, though under pro- 
test, on condition that the Partition scheme involved 
the sctting up of a Jewish State or Commenwealth 
The Partition plan in the form that it had reached 
the New Zionist Organisation followed closely the 
orimal plan discussed in 1937, wih the addition 
that a greater part of Galice would be included in 
ihe areca of the Jewish Staic. Haifa would remain 
under Britsh control, and Jerusalem would be 
placed under an integpational {trusteeship. . [he 
remaining area Of WeSiern Palestine would be 
administered together with Transjordan fo: 
tual incorporation into an Arab Static 

There was also reason to belicve, added the 
speaker, that Dr. Weizmann’s cxpected journcy to 
Palestine was temed to comcide with the pronounce-

The Presidency of the New Zionist Organisation, 
Mr. Abrahams declared, would oppose Partition 
with the same uncompromising yigour as it fought 
the project It was convinced that worid- 
wide support tor opposition to Partition would be 
forthcomimg. The N.Z.0. proposed a joint. declara- 
ion against Partition by the parties of the. Old 
Zionist Organisation, the Aguda, the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, and all other bodies who were pre- 
pared to take a stand agaimst this new threat to 
crystallise Jewish Palestine at its present stage of 
development and to deny to the destitute millions 
of Jewry the only home in which they might find 
reluge

with an adequate staff of assistants and for which 
research facilities were provided 

hey had met that day to consider the pressing 
seed for a Medical Faculty in the University, and 
there could be no doubt in the minds of any of 
them that the time was fipe for this necessary 
development. The foundations of such a Faculty 
had already been laid, and very soundly on the 
academic side. There was no doubt about the 
status and ability of the workers there. The prestige 
of the personne! was high. Names like Professor 
Zondek and Professor Adler were ample confirma- 
tion of this. The researches of these two alone had 
achieved internauional recognition. The importance 
of the Medical Faculty attained special significance 
im that the fichd of research and tuition was in the 
diseases peculiar to the Middle East. 

Perhaps most important of all, the need was 
urgent from the point of view. of training doctors 
for Palestine itself, age composition of the 
doctors now available in Palesitine—despite the com- 
paratively high ratio of them to the population at 
the present time—was not favourable and would 

less so at the end of the next ten years. No 
sufficient reinforcement of Jewish doctors from 
Europe could be expected since Jews had been 
barred from studies for the past ten years. The 
demand on the hygienic and sanitary side of medi- 
cme, the special demands of refugee immigrants, 
ill-ireated and badly nourished, meant extra 
demands on medical science and practicé. When 
they realised that_it would stil] be some years before 
they could see the fulfilment of their plan, they 
weuld see that it was imperative to begin no#® 

Considerations relating to the political and econ- 
omic future of Palestine, went on Lord Horder, did 
not m any way miufitate against this need. And 
it would not only be Palestine~that would be the 
gainer by the completion of the Medical Faculty 
im the Hebrew University; the whole world would 
gain. It would be an important step towards win- 
ming the peace in the great field of medical study, 
medical research, and medical practice. : 

Lord Horder was supporied by Dr. Redcliffe N. 
Salaman, who moved “ that this meeting decides 
to form a medicat group of the Friends of the 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem.” The motion 
was seconded by Mr. S I. Levy and carried 
unanimously. 

Professor Wright. gave some particulars of the 
prepeced Medical School, which, he said, would 
ave fifty students each year, it was hoped. The 
number of beds in the Hadassah Hospiial would 
be increased from 300 to 500.

The Lavochkin Fighter 


The Stalin prize, the highest award in the U.5.5.R., 
has been given to Simon Lavochkin, the Jewish 
engineer who constructed the “LAV 1-7" ‘plane 
which is cogsidered in Russia to be as good as the 
best British and American aircraft. 

Lavochkin was born in 1900 in Smolensk. He 

raduated from a Moscow cnginecring institute and 
fore the war specialised on building wooden plancs 
designed to save metal. 

“Thousands of Lavochkin’s ‘planes are now carry- 
ing death into the enemy's camp,” it was stated in 
Moscow bya Government spokesman. 

In addition to the Stalin prize, Lavochkin has 
twice been decorated with the Order of Lenin and 
has also been awarded the coveted title, Hero of 
Sociahst Labour.

-ZIONIST POLITICS 


THE Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association have this 
week presented to their members a Memorandam in which 
certain principles have been drawn up to which, in their 
view, effect should be given in any arrangements which 
may be made for the future of Palestine. These principles 
are reprinted on page 5 in this issue. The Memorandum 
proposes the settlement in Palestine within the shortest 


possible period of as many Jews as desire to make their 


homes there—in other words, unrestricted Jewish immi- 
gration. It asks that plans to that end be made now and 
put into operation by His Majesty's Government in con- 
sultation with the Jewish Agency as soon as possible after 
the end of the war in Europe. It also proposes that the 
government of Palestine “ be so conducted, with the neces- 
sary administrative changes, as to further the development 
of the Jewish National Home in an undivided Palestine ~ 
which means, be it noted, an-unequivocal rejection 
anything in the nature of a Partition of the country — 
and to create conditions conducive to the attainment by 
Palestine of the status of a “ self-governing territory, with 
a constitution designed to meet its special needs, within 
or in close association with the British Commonwealth 
and Empire.” 

Looked -at dispassionately, this statement of principles 
marks a notable and even remarkable advance towards the 
proclaimed aspirations of the Zionist Movement, an 
advance which loses nothing of its importance from the 
fact that these principles are endorsed by men like Lord 
BeaRsSTEeD and Mr. ANTHONY De ROTHSCHILD, who by no 
stretch of imagination could have been regarded in the 
past as Warmly sympathetic to the Zionist cause. Here, 
one would have supposed, was a victory for Zionism, in 
which its supporters could justly have rejoiced and even 
triumphed, a prospect of co-operation between the 
sort of people whom.the A.J.A. represents and the official 
Zionists. in the presentation of Jewish demands which 
Zionists would have heartily welcomed as promising 
added and valuable support. Instead we are witnessing 
a raging, tearing campaign by some of the officials of the 
Zionist Federation, apparently with the full accord of its 
President (who is also President of the Board of Deputies 
and a member of the Zionist Executive), agaist the 
Association, accompanied by theatrical transports of indig- 
tation in which the A.J.A. is accused of seeking to 
“stab Zionism in the back.” The ordinary observer may 
well be completely puzzied and amazed by this strange 

performance and Seek in vain for some reasons why. Any 
attempt to explain the outburst as anger by Zionist officers 
hecause the Anglo-Jewish Association should dare te think 
of approaching tlhe Government on the question of 
Zionism .will scarcely carry conviction seeing that the 
Association had conducted negotiations freely with Zionists 
in their capacity as officers of the Board of Deputies 
with the object of preparing a common statement of the 
Deputies’ and the A.J.A.’s Palestine aims, and that a con- 
siderable measure of agreement was reached. 

It now seems to be clear that the conversations only broke 
down because while the Deputies’ Zionist spokesmen 
insisted on a demand for a Jewish Commonwealth—what- 
ever that vague phrase may imply—or a State, the A.J.A. 
held to their phrase “a sel-governing territory.” The 
A.J.A., presumably, believed that Jewish immigration into 
Palestine was the crux of the problem and that the designa- 
tion of State could only be applied when Jews had grown 
to be a majority in the country, that is, when in fact Palestine 
had becomie a Jewish State or Jewish territory. The others 
were all for a demand for a State at Once, majority or no 
majority, regardless of the very grave difficulties that this 
would evoke in and outside of Palestine. The unaccount- 
able “smear campaign™—to use the American phrase 
-—which has ‘been organised so vigorously by Great Russell 
Street, bears all the appearance of a deliberate move to 
brand all those associated with the AJ.A., or with the 
policy of that body's Memorandum, as dangerous enemies 
of Zionism, and therefore of the Jewish people. On the sur- 
face this is fantastic, coming as-it does just now and in view 
of the immense progress made by the A.J.A. towards the 
acceptance of the Zionist ideals. But there it is, and there 


for the moment we leave the mystery for time to unravel, 
as it doubtless will. 

‘Meanwhile, much that is of far more serious import is 
happening on the wider Zionist scene. The immigration 
certificates tossed to lews by the last Government in the 
White Paper in full satisfaction of their just and legal 
claims in Palestine will in six months from now be 
exhausted. . At the same time, hopes in the fatuous and 
unreal Arab plans have visibly waned. The President of 
the United States has publicly reiterated his approval of 
Zionism and promised that efforts will be made to 


.. Mind. appropriate ways and means Oo! giving effect to the . 


Zionist solution as soon as practicable—a declaration 
which suggests that both the Jewish problem and the 
Zionist soldtion have been and are in the minds of the 
statesmen of the three great Allies who will have the prin- 
cipal responsibility for moulding the post-war world: This 
week there has been announced the arrival of Lord Gort 
in Palestine to take up his duties as High Commissioner. 
Mr. S. S. Hammerstey, M.P.. Chairman of the Palestine 
Parliamentary Committee, told our Lobby Correspondent 
this week when discussing the hew issue of immigration 
certificates : 

“ The really important thing is a constitutional decision. In 
other words the @etermination of the 1939 White Paper and the 
substitution of a new policy which would perm the mmplementa- 
tion of the Balfour Declaration. There is a natural anxicty on 
the part of the Government to keep it in the background as long 
as they can but it has got to be faced soon. The present con- 
cession which will carry over for another seven months or so 
gives everyone a breathing space to face up to the major rssuc. 

From Palestine comes news of greetings sent by the 
Government to a meeting of the Arab Husseiis, the family, 
let us not forget, of the ex-Mufti, now an honoured guest 
in Berlin. It is no unreasonable assumption, in the light 
of all these and other indications, that while Zionist officials 
are indulging in their theatrical demonstrations, the stage 1s 
being set for some new, or perhaps new-old but momen- 
tous, atlempt to dea! with Palestine’s future. 

This week, indeed, the New Zionist Organisation 
publicly alleged that a decision had already been ali but 
taken to offer Jews some form of Partition, in which they 
would be fobbed off with a tiny portion of Palestine, which 
they would be graciously permitted to call a Common- 
wealth or State, or by any other label that might satisfy 
them. This hateful conception, dug up from an uncon- 
secrated grave, is said to leave such places as Haifa out- 
side the Jewish domain: likewise to exclude Jerusalem— 
Zionism without Zion. There is, at present, of course, no 
confirmation of the N.Z.0.’s statements. But even if per- 
sons may be found to scout any such assertions and to bury 
them under soporific assurances to the contrary, poimters in 
various directions forbid any hasty conclusion that they are 
entirely. without foundation. Even should they turn out so 
to be, however, the Jewish people cannot be too soon or too 
strongly warned lest, under deception, they dismiss as the 
products of idle fears what im fact may prove very real. 
Nothing is mmpossible or inconceivable where Palestine is 
concerned, as the first appearance of Partition, to the 
astonishment and grief of Jewry, so abundantly proved. It 
iS @ fact, of course, that most of the Zionist leaders who 
had once taken it to their hearts, have long ago repented 
therr blunders, and unequivocally recanted. But should some 
such scheme be contemplated, rest assured powerful influ- 
ences would be set to work-—-pressure of circumstances, 
stresses and strains here and there, diplomatic wiles, the 
power of the once Partition-minded sections of the British 
press——-perhaps, too, personal ambitions, and certainly that 
disease of defeat which replaces trusted public personalities 
by men unendowed with the public’s confidence, and hope 
by despair. Against all these things, every Jew true to his 
Zionist faith must be sleeplessly and courageously on his 
guard.. He must resolve on no account to be panicked one 
way or another into hasty support or hasty hostility for this 


or that or these or those, however specious the pleas, how- 


ever hair-raising the inducement to animosity. 

Finally we would again draw the attention of our 
readers to the fact that mn the Anglo-Jewish Association's 
scheme of things the culminating tragedy of Palestine Parti- 
tion finds no place-——“ the Jewish National Home in an 
updivided Palestine ” are words that should be remembered 


DR. TEMPLE 


MaNY moving tributes have been paid to the great Arch- 
bishop who has -been taken from his labours after so brief 
an occupancy of his exalted- post, and in the plenitude of 
his powers; and it is a fact full of significance that they have 
come from men of all religious creeds. By Jews he will long 
be remembered for the brave and determined stand he made 
to mitigate, if not remove, an ancient evil—the enmity. as he 
perceived, increasingly felt towards the Jewish people. To one 
dominated as he was by a passion for social justice. anti- 
Semitism was in any case something cruel and intolerable. To 
his broad outlook on human relationships the resentment aroused 
because Jews cultivated what he called “a distinctive way of 
life’ was unreasonable and repellent, as well as irreconcilable 
with his conviction, which also runs through all Jewish teach- 
ing, that religion was something for this world more than for 
the world to come. His penetrating intelligence saw 
long ago that Jew-hatred was essentially anti-Christian. and 
that its spread threatened the very foundations of the Christian 
faith. In these beliefs he created the Council of Christians 
and Jews, in which men of both religions could meet as 
brothers and take counsel together against the common foe of 
anti-Semitism. On that common ground Jews and Christians 
could toil together for a purer and nobler world. Having 
created this body, he did not spare himself, tremendously busy 
man though he was, in ensuring that it functioned to the most 
fruitful possible purpose. He was not under any illusions as 


to the difficulties that beset it. With the robust common sense 


that underlay his soaring idealism, he knew that no short cut 
to the eradication of anti-Semitism could be found in either 
Jew or Christian fining down the religious barriers that 
separated them. In this, as im so many other things, he 
revealed himself as a sound thinker, and a true leader of men: 
and his untimely death removes not only a revered friend of 
Jewry, as Jews in all parts of the world have been quick to 
understand, but an unsurpassed guide to the perplexities of 
all mations, as they draw near to the day when they will set out 
to build a new and happier order. He was, in brief, one of 
the “ righteous of the peoples of the world,” and his memory 
will long linger in the grateful hearts of Israel. 


A GREAT JEWISH SECONDARY SCHOOL ?

The letters we 
have received are not free from doubts and criticisms of the 
project. This was only to be expected, having regard to ii; 
wide sweep and the signal advantages claimed for it. Noy 
would anyone suggest that it is not surrounded by difficultie.. 
such extravagant optimism. was indeed expressly ruled ov: 
in our own comments, as well as by several speakers in the 
debate at the J.E.C. Mimsters’ Conference which met to discus. 
this all-important subject, The constructive suggestions which 
are offered by our correspondents are worthy of most carefu! 
consideration, There seems little question but that there mus: 
be no wholesale scrapping of our present mvaluable if in 
adequate Jewish educational facilities, and im the. peculia: 
position of Anglo-Jewry it is doubtful if we should be doing 
ourselves anything but a serious injury if we Were to sweep 
away the few facilities for Jewish secondary education which 
we have, thanks to the piety and foresight of such great Jewish 
souls as the late lamented Rabbi Dr. Victor Schonfeld. But we 
would. strongly urge that criticism should be entirely directed 
to the hammering out of agreement rather than the mere 
destruction of opposing arguments or new suggestions. The pro 
posal, which came in the first instance from the L.C.C., is one 
which touches our vital’ needs and looks broadly to the future 
It is. as has been said, a challenge to the Communit, < 
religious sincerity and practical statesmanship—even to its 
very desire to live an, respected and self-respected. The more 
the argument is waged sincerely in enlightened understanding 
of these facts. the sounder will be the conclusions that wii 
follow. | 


FREEDOM TO DESTROY FREEDOM 


“ SOMEWHERE in England,” reports a. correspondent this 
week, is to be found a bookshop, most if not all of whose 
wares consist of the stock anti-Jewish Iiterature, not excluding 
that hoary forgery called the Protocols of the Elders of - Zion 
Everyone who passes, and happens to notice it, and everyone 
who receives its apppropriate catalogue will have one or more 
shafts of the anti-Semitic cult shot at him, and if he should 
Visit its neighbourhood frequently, he would have’ to be imper- 
vious above the average of mortals if some of.them at least did 
not find some lodgment in bis mind. Jews, however, would 
be less than human if they did not resent the existence of 
what is, to all intents and purposes, this “enemy  strong- 
point’ for the defamation of their Community. They have 
a right to ask whether, anywhere in this country, there is to’ 
be found an establishment directed to nothing but. the 
bespatiering of some other group with mud, if not, wh 
they. alone are thus to be singled out, with impunity, jo 
such foul treatment. Taking a broad view, it can surely not 
be contended that any individual) has a moral right to se! 
about systematically traducing his fellow-citizens and stirring 
up hatred between one section of the nation and another’ 
Sull less can it be contended that this shameful mischie/- 
making is good for the State or for social uplift? Repeated 
warnings have been given, on this point, to the authorities. 
but with absolutely no result. It may be argued that an 
restraints exerted in this matter would be an assault on civi! 
liberties not to be thought of. We yield to none in our anxiet) 
lor the preservation of such freedoms. Everyone should be 
lree to say he personally detests these, those. or the others 
But it is asking a good deal to suggest that the blackening 
of a people's name by lying slander and the rousing of civi! 
conflict by means of falsehood are not. in essence, a case of 
licence rather than of liberty. In -Russia~ anti-Semitism is 
banned as something that Stalin would call “ cannibalistic.” 
In democratic Sweden a law against communal libel is being 
embodied in the new criminal code. If this country does no! 


want to protect its Jews against. slander, it surely ought to 
be interested in protecting itself. 


RAISING HOTEL STANDARDS 


DvuRInc the summer months correspondence and editorial 
comment appeared in THe Jewish CHRONICLE on the conduct 
of some of the Jewish boarding establishments. A few da\s 
ago, the Trades Advisory Council resolved, at a main!) 
regional conference in Manchester of proprietors of these 
businesses, to set up a Jewish hotel and boarding-house keepers 
trade section. This move is a wise one, for it is necessary 
that Jewish visitors going for a holiday should be assured 
of fair and courteous treatment in Jewish establishments, unless 
the ‘dyift from religious observance is to be given an imposing 
excuse. It is necessary, also, in the interests of the Com- 
munity as a whole, including those who may never have need of 
such services, but who stand to be prejudiced if the Jewish 
hotels or other guest houses, which tend to become the shop- 
windows of Jewry in local communities, are not properly 
carried on. It has to be remembered that the hotels’ trade in 
question is a large and extending one, and will become more 
important still after the war, when many will flock to them 
for a happy change from the miseries of the present struggle. 
and others will troop hither from America and other countries 
to behold the effects of the war upon this country, of which 
they have read and imagined so much. One would like that 
change not to be marred by inferior catering and service, and 
that understandable curiosity not to be met with churlish 
inhospitality. In these and all other respects the fact that an 
establishment is Jewish should be synonymous with the best. 
and Jews with a proper Jewish pride will not rest until all 
reproach in this matter is removed,

EIRE GOVERNMENT'S INTEREST

Mr, H, A, Goodman, Political Secretary of the 
Agudas Israel World Organisation, speaking ai a 
reception given in his honour. by Dublin Jewry. 
said that the Eire Government had cabled its Chargé¢ 
Affaires in Berlin requesting immediate informa- 
uuon about the alleged ‘threat of the German 
authorities to destroy the Oswiecim and othe:

It has become the 
spiritual symbol and rallying point in every period 
of crisis for those unconquerable spirits, from the 
Maccabees to the martyrs of the Warsaw ghetto, 
who preferred death to shame. Alas! all too often 
heir sacrifice, made, unlike the Akedah, not on 
, parental but on the savage altar of imbuman 
spoilers, Was completed, and no heavenly voice 
ntervened to stay the slaughterer s hand. Already 
Hannah, in the days of Mattathias, might say to her 
voungest son, the last of seven victims of 
‘Antiochus’s heathen fury: “Go to Abraham our 
Father, and-tell him that I have bettered his instruc- 
son He offered.one child to God; | offered seven. 
He merely bound the sacrifice; 1 performed it.” 
Time and again, the Akedah threnody was taken up 
hb the Peitan: the plaint of Hannah was reserated 
with imereasing emphasis, as’ the scale of the 
buicheries grew. And still to-day the tale is hardly 
ended. 

But it were a grievous erfor to understand the 
Akedah episode solely as the prototype of Jewish 
martyrdom. The deeper significance of the story ts 
to be sought in a totally different direction, the very 
opposite indeed of the liturgical interpretation. 
Abraham kindled a new torch, bringing the light 
of a new spiritual outlook into the world. God 
demanded Life, not Death. His was the altar of.

ITHOUT a doubt, the war is to be blamed for 
much: it has wrought havoc with our Jewish 
educational system, Bul can we say, with a pure 
heart, that we have done all m our power (to miti- 
eaic the evil? When formal tuition was unavail- 
able, did we by our personal example, by means 
of such strands of home life as were left to us, 
by dint of discussion or direction of reading and 
thinking, seek to ameliorate’ to some extent the 
spiritual ravages effected by the war in our midst? 
In the circumstances in which we live, Omissions 
amount to sins of commission, They who fail to 
instruct and train, slay. Hitler destroyed a whole 
generation of German youth by positive instruction 
in wickedness, May we not perhaps indirectly be 
guilty of a similar wrong to posterity, when we 
Cause souls to die from manition? 
lt were idle, however, to dwell on the past unless 
it be to focus attention on the needs of: the present 
and future. Our enemies aim to annihilate us: if 
we are to be victorious we must not only do our 
uimost to defeat them in actual battle, but we must 
above all frustrate their ultimate designs. If we 
do not save our children, whatever else we win, we 
shall lose all. ‘The victory wrought in blood and 
tears will be in vain if in the end we fall into our 
enemy's insidious snare and perpetrate spiritual 
licide. Here then is our immediate and future 
front. the altar of our pre-eminent endeavour and 
Sacrifice, our new Akedah.

There was more om his atthude towards the Jews than the 
comprehensive spirit of humanity, which was an outstanding 
trait im his personality. He recognised, and affirmed. the 
religious value in the Jews’. existence. When. in October. 
1938-—he was then Archbishop of York—he addressed the 
Society of Jews and Christians on “ The World's Debt to 
Israci,"" he pointec to two present contributions made by 
the Jews ‘to the richness of human life, by being at once 
members of a world-wide fellowship and citizens of a 
specific nation” and by “The Jewish conception of law 
aS an the purpose of God.’ . 


Religion And Social Problems 


All religionists owe William Temple a debt whose full 
measure Only time will reveal. Though’ he addressed himecif 
to Christians, the influence of his ideas went much further. 
He was one of the outstanding philosophers of religion in 
our time. In his “ God. Man, and Nature,”’ he produced.a 
synthesis of religious belief and the knowledec of the universe 
discovered by science, shedding new light on the intellectual 
problems which confront al! religions. At the same time. 
he showed how religious principles should be applicd to 
social and international problems. He pursucd righteousness 
as the law of God and the way to His Kingdom 

He will be sorely missed at this critical time in human 
history. But his influence will continue in the currents of 
thought which he started, of strengthened, to heip the nation 
through the difficult ana confused times which Iie ahead. It 
may truly be said of him that he has made a great contribu- 
tion to the revival of the religious spirit which holds the 
promise of a better world. We Jews shall keep his memory 
in enduring honour and gratitude for his efforts to heip 
suffering Jews in other lands, for his work to promote the 
right spirit between Jews and Christians, for the fresh 
impetus he has given to religious thought, and for his leading 
in the way to make a better world in the name of God. 


Natruan Baenerr writes: May I, as one who on a 
number of occasions reported for THe JewisH CHeonicie the 
speeches of the late Archbishop of Canterbury on the subject 
of the persecution of the hews, offer my humble meed of 
tribute to Dr. Temple. What always impressed me most 
about his speeches was that he was never ambiguous or 
dilatory, but always direct and downright, concise and clear. 
Intensely sincere and never given to exaggcration, Dr. Jemple 
never over-stated his case, whether he was speaking On the 
Jewish question or on any other, and his pronouncements 
were all the more valuable in the cffect which they had on 
his audiences and the larecr public outside.

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EDUCATION CONFERENCE 
Some Difficulties Outlined 


The conference of Ministers which was heid to 
discuss the advisability of creating a large Jewish 
Secondary School in London asx part of the plans 
of reconstruction of Jewish education was resumed 
last week, under the chairmanship of Dr. M. Epsiecm 
(Chairman of the Joint Emergency Committee for 
Jewish Religious Education), at Woburn House. 

Among those who took part in the discussion 
were Rabbi Peritz, Dr. Weisenberg, the Revs. 1. 
Jakobovits, S. Bromberger, and Isaac Goldston, 
Rabbi Harris Swift, the Revs. I. L. Swift and S. 
Levy. Rabbi M. Swift, the Rev . Spira and J. 
Halpern, Rabbi Weinstock, and thé Revs. H. Landy 
and Livingstone 

Dr. M. Epstein. surmming up, said there were two 
aspects of the subject which could be surmmmarised 

two questions: (1) was such a school advisable ; 
and (2) was it practicabic? As to the advisabilrty, 
as he understood ut, there had not been any. difference 
of opinion at all. They all agreed that # would de 
advisable, but a good deal of the discussion had 
rather ended im a vacuum 

But on the question of practicability, they touched 
one of the most burning social aspects of Anglo- 
Jewish life, the problem of the growing smaliness of 
Jewish - families The tendency to-day, owimg to 
many cawuscs not of a Jewish nature, was to reduce 
Jewish families considerably, and this had a bearing 
on the question of a centralised public schoo! for 
Lomon 

Then there was the further issue of teachers. Had 
they really got the teaching material to come up to 
the very highest standard? : 

The third difficulty was that of the dispersion of 
the Jewish population, and the fact that like ai! com- 
munities, the Jewish community in this country bad 
different social strata, with diflerent ideas on 
schooling 

Lastly. there was the financial side. Whether the 
community was gomeg to provide the large sums that 
were required for the purpose of carrying on a big 
imstituuon of thes kind, they did not know. 

He commended a suggestion by Mr. Landy that 
a residential section be added if such a schoo! were 
decided on. which.would attract pupils also from 
the DPrOVINces,

Property and 
Education 


A disciplinary factor, our 
contributor argues, that is 
often overlooked 


POINT that is often overlooked in considering 
A the education of the individual to-day is the 

decline in our time of the influence of 
“property.” For the last fifty years we have 
seadily decried property as a social element. The 
most progressive minds and the most effective and 
articulate writers, dramatists, and politicians have 
all joined in tts denunciation. Yet if we look back 
o a time when property really meant something, we 
fod it hard to escape the conclusion that un had a 
eal educational influence on those who owned it, 
even if they ultemately failed to keep pace with their 
responsibilities towards the increasingly numerous 
masses of those without DOSSESSIONS. 

To-day, it needs none of the gibes of socialistic 
authors and dramatists, how-ver, utterly to discredit 
property among the young and impressionable. A 
walk through parts of our great cities or a visit to a 
crema where a newsreel ts shown will convince any 
boy or git] that houses, facio:..s, shops, and ancient 
buildings can be, and are, reduced to rubble in a 
matter of seconds, that any farm in the way of 
military operations is ripe for the bulldozer, and that 
forests in which trees. Rave been growing for 
centuries can be reduced to an unsightly row ol 
stumps m a matter of minutes 

So the modern child grows up without any sense 
of property, and without valuing the things which 
he sees are so palpably destructible. Perhaps in the 
past too much attention was paid to property. But 
the fact ts that property mn the past provided some 
kind of discipline in the education of human beings, 
and now that it has been removed wise men must: 
invent some new force to take us place 

Probably at no time in. English history was 
property of so much value or power as in the first 
vears ot the last century, before the mdustrial era. 
Young people grew up in estates, the woods and 
piantations of which were sacred to (their parents, 
and therefore to them The possession of beautiful 
homes, even without lands attached, exerted an 
equal mflucence. No child who has grown up in a 
happy home ever entirely forgets some piece of 
furniture or some ornament with which his earliest 
and happiest recollections are bound up. 


Influence of Tradition 


: tradition, upon winch so much of 
Jewish life and ethics are based. is allied to property, 
and, properly controlled, i can be made to employ 
property for the maintenance of its best mfluences 
The child whose recollections of the Sabbath are 
bound up with the familiar silver cup with which 
his father made Kiddush. with the fish knives and 
forks which shone on the Sabbath evening tabie, 
with the candlesticks in. which his mother kindled 
the Sabbath lights, will remember all these things, 
indissolubly bound together, all his hfe 

How then can property be an entirely bad thing? 
But, says the progressive reformer, property has in 
the past been the exclusive privilege of the.tew, and 
thereby has deprived the. many of essentials and 
rights. This, of course, may be true, and if so 1s 
probably an argument for its better distribution 
rather than its abolition. Unfortunately, m attempt- 
ing to distribute it more equally, mankind has aimost 
succeeded in destroying it, and we are faced to-day 
with the prospect of a world denuded of property, 
ind with a generation growing up that attaches no 
more value to beautiful things than to ugly ones. 
and none at all in proportion to the value it attaches 
engines of destruction 

Yet the presence around him in his daily iife of 
objects to which considerable importance ts attached 
has been a constant influence for self-discipline on 
he child. He has learnt to wipe his feet on the mat 
before treading on a beautiful carpet, to approach 
with chean hands and a degree of gentleness the 
piano upon which his first lessons in music will be 
fearnt. He knows that his mother cherishes some 
beautiful glass jug, and that his father’s ebony 
walking stick is sacrosanct. Remove all the checks, 
ond he will react in the manner of a little hooligan, 
‘reading with muddy boots on the carpet, smearing 
the key-board of the piano with dirty hands, smash- 
‘ng the glass, and using his father’s walking stick to 
niay golf with stones im the garden. 

ls this conduct in the young desirable from : 
ocial point of view? Does the removal of the kind 
of discipline exerted daily in. the very fabric of his 
home life lead to the making of a better human 
being? The answer, surely, is obvious. And if we 
do remove the discipline of property and fail to 
‘eplace it with some other tangible and practical 
neck, can we wonder that a generation of children 
wil! grow up that cares nothing for the values which 

have learnt to know as eternal and without 

which, we may well fear, the bright hopes for man- 
kind will not ultimately materi«lise?

STAFF WELFARI 

We had hoped to have taken steps for the further welfare 
and security of our employees by the inaveuration this year 
ot a pension fund, but the inroads made into our revenue 
by the cost-of-living allowances and further claims by 
employees, which can only be described as extravagant. 
preclude any such steps being taken for the time being. We 
earnestly desire that our employees should be adequately 
remunerated by a fair wage for work done and services 
rendered, and that a good.and reasonable standard of living 
prevails. indeed, we are convinced that the treatment we 
have accorded to our employees has been consistently 
satisfactory. Our sympathies, however, become. a littic 
strained by constant appeals to arbitration for additional 
benefits, and I feel it may not be fully appreciated by the 
labour organisations engaged im these disputes that they are 
actively assisting’ in accelerating the rise in the vicious spiral 
of prices in Palestine. 

The ugly head of inflation has continued to show itself 
more and more prominently. and unless this tendency can 
be checked. the whole economy of the country will be aravcly 
undermined. Continuous demands by the workpeopic. 
supported from what we belicve to be purely political motives 
by powerful organisations for increased benefits, if conceded, 
can bring no advantage to. the Wage-carner, but on the 
contrary will hamper and retard the well-being of Palestine 
and its inhabitants, which it is in the interests of all con- 
cerned to encourage and develop. The expenditure on cost- 
of-livine allowances now represents approximately 1.6 mil 
per unit. sold and has become an important feature in the 
consideration of our tariffs. I mentioned tn 1940 and 1941 
that. notwithstanding the upward trend of operating costs, 
we bad been able to avoid any increase in chargcs to our 
consumers. The Corporation is now being forced to shouldcr 
burdens which, despite rigorous economics, may make it 
necessary for some increase to be made to consumers. 

PLANT POSITION 

As to the plant position, we have cn able to forward 
to Palestine a reasonable quantity of spares for pliant and 
other matcrials which were in short supply during the 
closure of the Mediterranean. We have also been abic to 
send out an engineer to inspect and carry out a thorough 
overhaul of our generating machinery. It is, however, cicar 
that further extensions of the plant are required, and 
substantial orders have already been placed to this end. 

Turning to the profit and joss account, though our gross 
takines showed an increase of some £P.20,000, the operating 
surplus at £P.86,396 is only some £P.3,000 more than last 
year. The increase is due to restriction of expenditure and 
economies effected in directions other than labour chargcs. 
Administration expenses at £P.4,133 show a normal increase 
of £P.283 over last year. whilst provision for taxation has 
increased from £P.27,000 to £P.30,000, After appropriations 
for taxation, capital amortisation fund, plant renewal and 
depreciation fund and war céntingency account, and payment 
of the net preference share dividend for the year, there 
remains available £P.18,793, including the balance brought 
forward, which the Directors recommend should be applied 
in payment of a dividend of 5%. less tax, on the ordinary 
shares and leaving £P.10,534 to be carried forward. As to 
the current year, the returns to date are not less favourable 
thah those of the corresponding period last year, but operat- 
ing expenditure shows no sign of diminution.
